Article 3: To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Sixty Four Thousand dollars ($64,000.00) for the purpose of purchasing Self 
Contained Breathing Apparatus for Firefighters and Air Booster Equipment for 
the Air Compressor to fill the SCBA bottle and to authorize the issuance of not 
more than $64,000.00 in bonds or notes in accordance with the provisions of 
the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) and to authorize the Municipal Officials 
to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest 
thereon.

Expendable Trust Fund previously established by Article #4, March 13, 2010 Town 
Meeting under the provisions of RSA 31:19-a. (Selectmen Recommend) 


Article 7: To see if the town will vote to create an expendable trust fund 
under the provisions of RSA 31:19-a, to be known as the Culvert and Bridge 
Maintenance and Repair Expendable Trust, for the purpose of culvert and 
bridge maintenance and repair and to raise and appropriate the sum of Fifteen 


Thousand Five Hundred dollars ($15,500.00) for this fund and to name the Board 


of Selectmen as agents to expend from this fund. (Selectmen Recommend) 


Article 8: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$11,000 to contract with FairPoint Communications to expand and upgrade their 
DSL broadband services in Temple to include our un-served and under-served 
citizens. (By Petition). (Selectmen Recommend) 


Article 9: To see if the Town will vote to permanently protect the Temple 
Town Forest, Map 09 Lot 11, by placing a conservation easement on the land. 
Such easement to be held by the Monadnock Conservancy (or other qualified 
non-profit land conservation organization) and would guarantee public access, 
agriculture and silviculture; uses such as hunting and motor vehicles would 

be under the control of the Selectmen. Any costs of the easement would be 
met through the Town’s Conservation Fund subject to a public hearing and 
confirmation by the Selectmen.

Select Board Report 


The year 2013 started with a Texas developer’s petition to the state to 
take control of a proposed commercial wind farm on Kidder Mountain 
that encompassed land in both Temple and New Ipswich. Both towns had 
already passed well-researched ordinances designed to protect residents and 
our environment. The developer sought to circumvent these ordinances by 
appealing directly to the Site Evaluation Committee of the state of NH. After 
much work by the Select and Planning Boards of both towns, the state declined 
to take jurisdiction. The developer, thus far, has elected not to file new 
applications with the two towns. 


The year continued to be very busy for the Select Board. Significant time 
was spent hearing from residents on tax abatement requests and applications for 
current use. The fee for a Junkyard license was increased to $250 effective April 
1, 2014. We continue to work with residents regarding rubbish on improper 
locations and environmentally sensitive sites. Lengthy discussions were held with 
a religious group regarding the potential purchase of private land to be converted 
to a monastery. 


The coming year will see a revaluation of all properties by Avitar Associates. 
Avitar will mail the new valuations to all property owners and schedule hearings 
to discuss these values. We would urge property owners to make an appointment 
with Avitar at that time if there are questions and make appointments for on-site 
visits. 


Temple’s town operating budget continues to be relatively flat from year- 
to-year. In 2013 our expenses were $60,000 below budget. Our revenues were 
enhanced by State mandated refunds from insurance carriers and the sale of 
two surplus vehicles on Craig’s List! The budget surplus plus roughly $19,000 
in excess revenues may be available to apply to the 2014 tax rate setting, Exact 
numbers will be known upon completion of the audit. 


The new town truck authorized by the 2013 Town Meeting was purchased and 
financed at a very attractive 2.15% rate for 6 years. Work on the Converse Road 
Bridge, also authorized by Town Meeting, was delayed to 2014 by a request to 
perform a study by the NH Division of Historical Resources on the old bridge. 


Select Board Report 


We continue to wrestle with the escalating cost of the ConVal School District. 
In addition to representation on the School Board, Temple had representation on 
the Selectmen’s Advisory Committee, the Budget and Property Committee and 
a new District Committee. While significant impact continues to elude us, our 
initiatives will continue. 


Temple continues to be very appreciative of the volunteers who serve the 
Town in so many ways. Our Town wouldn't be the vibrant community that it is 
without them.

Select Board Report 
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Capital Improvements Program Report 


The New Hampshire legislature established RSA 674:5-8 to encourage towns 
to develop Capital Improvement Plans in order to anticipate and plan financially 
for major expenses. Temple’s first Capital Improvement Plan (CIP) was developed 
in 2004 with assistance from all of the Town’s Departments. The resulting plan 
was intended to be a living document that would be updated each year to reflect 
the town’s changing needs. The CIP has updated that plan in each subsequent 
year providing recommendations to the Select Board for consideration at 
Town Meeting. 


The CIP committee’s goal is to try and keep the Capital Improvements budget 
as flat as possible, while emphasizing protection of current infrastructure and 
town services. 


In 2013/14 the CIP Committee met with each Town department to review and 
discuss all potential revisions for the 2014-2023 CIP Plan. To assure continuity 
of discussion from year to year each department also provides a CIP Expenditure 
Request Form as well as up-to-date written quotes for all items requested. 


For 2014, the ongoing bond payments are: 


Town Government: The Skladany Land: The Town of Temple voted to purchase 
this land in March of 2005. The 2014 bond payment is $ 44,330, with the final 
payment scheduled for 2015. 


Highway Department: The International Dump Truck was purchased in 2013: 
The 2014 payment of $30,791 is the first of 6 payments. 


For 2014, the CIP Committee recommends the following new projects: 
Ambulance: The CIP recommends a warrant article in 2014 for $41,520 to cover 


Temple’s pro rata share of 20% for a new ambulance. 


Fire Department: The CIP Committee recommends a warrant article for 
$64,000 in 2014 to cover the Fire Department need for 9 Air Packs, Air 
Cylinders and Booster. Please note that the TVFD has submitted a grant for 
these items. 


Capital Improvements Program Report 


Highway Department: Bridges: ,The CIP recommends a warrant article for 
$15,500 in 2014 to repair Converse #2 bridge. 


Town Government: Town Buildings: Town Hall: The CIP recommends that 
beginning in 2014, the Town Hall be placed on a four-year, one side per year, 
program for exterior painting. The schedule and proposed cost for each side is: 
South side - $3,200 (2014), East - $4,000 (2015), North - $3,200 (2016), West 

- $3,900 (2017). The CIP further recommends that this project be financed 
through the Town’s annual operating budget.

The board realizes the stress put on the 
budget from loan payments, as well as the surrounding towns’ budgets that our 
town pays into for various services. 


The 2014 budget continues the course of staying flat, despite various lines in 
the budget increasing. For 2014 the Budget Advisory Committee recommends: 


1. Budget total of $1,208,989 or less. 


2. Taking a year off of asphalt sealing to focus on the Converse Road bridge 
project and to level the impact for the Fire Department air packs. 


3. To see a plan for the cemetery expansion before any more funds are 
committed. 


The recommended budget total minus the debt service of $75,000 continues 
to stay under our yearly goal of $1,150,000 or less to operate the town.

January was a fairly quiet month this year. Temperatures were up and down 
and we had more rain than snow. February started out the same way and we 
began tapping trees for sap. Then on February 8th and 9th, we got a full-blown 
Nor’ easter with 30-34" of snow, strong winds, and cold temperatures. The storm 
was bad enough that FEMA declared it a disaster. We received a check for 
$10,069 from FEMA to help offset the costs of the storm. 


The winter after that, continued on through the month of March with several 
more snowstorms and rain. A lot of our spare time was spent pushing back 
snowbanks to make room for the next storm, School was canceled many times. 


The snow was finally melting away and temperatures were getting into the 50’s 
and 60’s by the time April arrived. We had one last 2" snowstorm on April 12th 
just for good measure and then spring was here. There was plenty of mud to deal 
with and the gravel roads were all ditched and graded. We planted 5 maple trees 
on the common that the Village Green Committee had purchased to replace the 
dead trees that we had taken down. 


May and June were quite wet. We spent a lot of time mowing lawns and fixing 
gravel roads that kept coming apart from all the rain. In July and August, the 
weather changed and it was fairly hot and dry so we started on our summer projects. 

e All ditches and culverts were cleaned on Colburn Rd. and East Rd. 

e 200' of underground drainage was installed on Colburn Rd. 


e Two sections of East Rd. were overlaid with 1 %" of pavement and the 
remaining pavement was sand-sealed. 


¢ Colburn Rd. was shimmed in a few bad sections then sand-sealed from 


Howard Hill Rd. to the Wilton town line. 


¢ Over 1000 ton of gravel was spread on Fish Rd. and 400! of gravel was 
installed. 


¢ 600 ton of gravel was spread on Moran Rd. 


e A new catch basin and 100! of underground drainage was installed on 
Laurelwood Dr. 


e All of the roadsides were mowed. 
¢ Our new dump truck was delivered and the old dump truck was sold. 


September and October were still very dry. Many of the small streams were 
completely dried up. We spent this time finishing summer projects and preparing

the roads and equipment for winter. The gravel roads were in good shape due 

to the lack of rain and only needed some light grading. The winter sand was 
stockpiled, the sanders mounted on the trucks, and the snowplows brought out. 
There were no hurricanes or severe storms this fall which made quite a difference. 


We cut back some brush in November, took down several dead or dying 
trees, and cleaned a few more culverts and ditches. It stayed fairly dry through 
November with just a little freezing rain and a few dustings of snow. December 
finally brought the heavy showers and several good-sized snowstorms along with 
the colder temperatures. Winter was back. 


The bridge on Converse Rd. did not get rebuilt in 2013 as planned due to 
some issues with the State of N.H. Historical Review Board. It should be rebuilt 
in 2014 as long as we do not run into any other unforeseen obstacles. We will 
be working on Hadley Hwy. this year replacing a few culverts, putting in more 
underground drainage, paving, and sealing as part of summer projects.

These two 
areas are in very poor shape. This is only a fraction of what needs to be done but

Temple-Greenville Police Department 


The Temple-Greenville Police Department responded to over 1000 calls for 
service during 2013. Officers responded to calls ranging from general advice 
to felony level crimes. It is the combination of call response and training that 
produces an experienced officer. In our small communities, it can take years to 
train officers for every situation they may encounter. An advantage to a small 
department, however, is that regular communication allows each officer to learn 


from the experiences of the others. 


We regularly review our policies to insure sound police practices. During 


2013, we carefully reviewed and updated our Field Training Program. This is the 
guided on-the-job training that generally takes place following police academy 

: training. The overall goal is to insure we have well-trained officers for improved 
“service to our citizens, increased officer safety, and reduced liability for our towns. 


In 2013 we upgraded much of our safety equipment thanks to your support. 
We upgraded a portion of our bullet proof vests and Tasers, and replaced our 
entire inventory of handguns. The transition to the new firearms was completed 
in November and December. I know that the Police Department is much safer 
going into 2014. 
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We had several personnel changes. Sgt. Rich D’Auria and Officer Rick 
Sprankle left the Department due to new state restrictions on the amount of 
hours they were allowed to work. As well as being a financial loss, the loss of 
their combined experience was great. We thank them for their years of service 
and wish them the best. During this past year Officer Michael Needham was 
promoted to the rank of Sergeant, Officer CJ Rousseau received his Master 
Patrolman’s stripes, and Officer Jen Weston of Temple was hired and graduated 
the 162nd Police Academy. Congratulations! 


Part time officers Kevin Maxwell, Don Valente, Kay Lamarre, and Matt 
Tousignant are critical to the success of the Temple-Greenville Police 
Department. Their service continues to be greatly appreciated. 


A special thanks to Elizabeth Maxcy-Humphrey and Vicki Moylan for their 
work dispatching and handling over 1800 phone calls to the Police station, and 
performing a variety of administrative tasks.

2013 has been a good year for the service, our first group of drivers became 
EMT’s and our call volume returned to a more “normal” level. We have also had 
to deal with the closing of the Milford Medical Center Emergency Department. 
We are continuing to serve the citizens of the towns of Wilton, Lyndeborough, 
and Temple in the highest capacity possible. 


In 2013, the Town of Wilton Ambulance hosted an EMT Class that graduated 
8 students in April 2013. 7 students joined the ambulance service, 5 are presently 
members of the service, and 4 have successfully obtained their NH EMT License. 
We presently have 5 drivers/probationary members, of which 1 has completed his 
class and is waiting to take his exam, 2 are already licensed EMTs. 1 is taking a 
class as part of his Fire Science Degree, and the last just started his EMT Class. 
This program has been a great recruitment/retention tool for our service. If any- 
body is interested in participating in this program, please reach out and let us know. 


In December, Saint Joseph Hospital closed its Emergency Department and 
opened an Urgent Care Center. Since they are no longer an Emergency Depart- 
ment, Milford Medical Center no longer accepts our ambulance patients. This 
does inconvenience our service, but it should not be detrimental to patient care. 
We only transported 8% of our patients to Milford Medical Center last year. The 
majority of those patients were patients that had low acuity issues that could be 
treated and released or be transported to another Emergency Department. The 
impact that this will have to the Town of Wilton Ambulance is that we will be 
out of service longer transporting these patients to Nashua or Manchester. 


In 2013, we saw 430 patients. This is a decrease overall from 2012, but almost 
equal to 2011.

The Temple Fire /Rescue Department saw a decrease in Fire related calls this 
year with a total of 63 and medical calls was at 92, which is an increase of 30 
compared to what we saw in 2012. 


We were fortunate that we did not experience any major structure fires or 
incidents in 2013 and that all our fire fighters went out and came back safely. 


We worked with many vendors this year to demo new SCBA (self-contained 
breathing apparatus) equipment. This equipment is crucial to our operations as 
it allows firefighters the ability to enter into buildings and deal with hazardous 
situations while still getting clean air to breath. Our current units have met their 
shelf life and need to be replaced to stay in compliance. 


Our fire department operates as both a fire department and rescue squad. We 
have far more firefighters at this time than medical personnel, and everyone does a 
great job when we are called. 


As always, TVFD is accepting new members. If you think you may be interested, 


please stop by the station. We meet the first Monday of each month for meeting and 
the third Monday of each month for drill. 


I would just like to take a moment to thank my department and this town for 
the support I had over the last 10yrs as Fire Chief. I have decided to “retire” as of 
January lst. 


I will still remain active with the department as a firefighter. I wish nothing but 
success to the new leadership of the department.

For the tax year April 1, 2012 through March 31, 2013, the Town received 
eight Reports of Wood or Timber Cut. Yield taxes assessed for these harvesting 
operations totaled $7,186.10 As of January 15, 2014, six Intents to Cut have 
been filed with the Town for the current tax year. Over the fall of last year and 
continuing into 2014, there has been a significant upturn for both the demand for 
forest products and prices paid in our area. Good quality white pine and hemlock 
continue to command a strong stumpage price. Softwood & hardwood pulp also 
continue to be very much in demand. The biggest price increase has been for red 
oak and other hardwood. The demand should remain strong all year. 


The State RSA specifies that any person owning land upon which wood or 
timber is cut, either for sale or for services rendered, must first file an Intent to 
Cut form with the Town Selectmen or assessing officials. The exception to this 
is a person cutting up to 10,000 board feet of logs or up to 20 cords of fuel wood 
for either their own use or for a land conversion. Under these exceptions an 
individual does not have to file an Intent to Cut form. The tax year runs from 


April 1st to March 31st. 


The RSA also states that within 60 days of completion of the operation or 
by May 15th, a Report of Wood or Timber Cut must be filed with the Town 
specifying the exact volume cut by species. The Town will levy a 10 percent yield 
tax based on the stumpage value of the material cut. This value is not based on 
the actual price paid for the forest products but on average values provided by the 
State. If the job is not completed by March 31st or did not take place, a Report of 
Cut must still be filed by May 15th. At that time a new Intent to Cut should be 
filed to renew the permit. If the job is not completed by March 31st but will be 
completed by June 30th, a 90-day extension may be granted without having to 
renew the permit. To do this the Selectmen must be notified in writing by the 
Owner, prior to May 15th. Finally, during a harvesting operation, if the volumes 
to be harvested are going to exceed the estimated volumes on the original Intent 
to Cut, a supplemental Intent should be filed immediately showing the additional 
estimated volumes. 


Landowners considering a timber harvest should be aware that there are State 
harvesting regulations that must be followed. If you have any questions regarding 
this or the permitting process, you can contact me through the Selectmen’s Office.

Forest Fire Warden Report 
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Forest Fire Warden & State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire 
Division of Forests & Lands, work collaboratively to reduce the risk and frequency 
of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local 
Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a permit is required before 
doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is required 
for all outside burning, unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The New 
Hampshire Department of Environmental Services also prohibits the open burning 
of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire department or 
DES at 603-271-1370 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning 
requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire's forest 
resources.

This past fire season started in late March with the first reported fire on March 
26th 2013. April, which is the traditional start to our spring fire season, started 
very dry with little measurable precipitation until the middle of the month. 
Approximately 70% of our reportable fires occurred during the months’ of April 
and May. The largest fire was 51 acres on April 29th. 81% of our fires occurred on 
class 3 or 4 fire danger days. By mid May, extensive rains began which provided us 
with a very wet summer overall. We had a longer fall fire season due to drier than 
normal conditions following leaf fall. Fortunately most of these fires were small 
and quickly extinguished. The statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers continues 
to operate on Class III or higher fire danger days. Our fire lookouts are credited 
with keeping most fires small and saving several structures due to their quick and 
accurate spotting capabilities. The towers fire spotting was supplemented by the 
NH Civil Air Patrol when the fire danger was especially high. Many homes in 
New Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area 
where homes and flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during 
the 2013 season threatened structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn 
more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire 
from spreading to their home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters 
clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space around 
your home free of flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner 
recommendations are available at www.firewise.org.

After the election in March, the following slate of officers was voted in to 
serve for the year: Chair — Rose Lowry; Vice Chair — Allan Pickman; and 
Secretary — Randy Martin. 


2013 started off with the board devoting extensive time and resources to 
dealing with a large wind energy facility proposed by Pioneer Green Energy/ 
Timbertop Wind. This project would have created tower sites in both Temple 
and New Ipswich. The major issue was a petition by the developer to allow 
the state Site Evaluation Committee to have complete oversight of the project, 
which would not allow the towns to maintain local authority through their 
zoning ordinances. Temple was able to partner with New Ipswich to share legal 
services and work to retain local control. There were several months of meetings, 
research and documentation, plus testimony at hearings in Concord. In mid- 
August the towns were pleased to learn the developer’s petition had been 
denied, and following that decision the developer chose to discontinue 
pursuit of the project. 


Also during 2013 the Planning Board completed the development of three 
new zoning ordinances, including Aquifer Protection, Wetlands Protection, and 
Lighting/Dark Sky Protection. These were presented for discussion at two public 
hearings. During the ballot vote in March, all three ordinances were accepted 
by the town. 


In June the town received a check for $7,500 in Community Planning Grant 
funds as payment for grant-related zoning ordinance development the board had 
been working on since 2012, including mailing out flyers, collecting and analyzing 
survey information, holding public hearings and forums, and other community 
outreach. 


The Robbins gravel pit on Converse Road was closed after reclamation of 
the area was completed. Board members and Road Agent Tim Fiske performed 
a site walk to review the status of the property, and agreed the restoration was 
appropriate and satisfactory. 


There was little activity regarding subdivision of property, however the board 
did receive and approve two requests for lot line mergers.

Conservation Commission 


Many of the Conservation Commission’s monthly meetings in 2013 were 
focused on best practices for managing the Town Forest on North Road. 
This work started in 1978 when the Town Meeting gave responsibility to the 
Conservation Commission to maintain the environmental health, natural 
character, recreational opportunities, and sustainable silvaculture of this 58-acre 
parcel. Since then the TCC has worked with County Foresters on management 
plans and selective cutting, developed 1 % miles of walking trails, and monitored 
a sugarbush lease agreement with local maple syrup producer Ben Fisk. In 2011-12 
TCC member Eric Foley studied the Forest for his college capstone project and 
presented his findings to Town officials. TCC members used Eric’s PowerPoint 
presentation as the basis for their public forum on the Town Forest last December. 


In reviewing these 35 years of experience with the Town Forest, TCC 
members have realized it is time to fulfill the sense of the 1978 Town Meeting 
and current Master Plan by preserving the Town Forest for future generations 
through a conservation easement. This means that the forest would continue to 
be used in all the ways described above but could never be developed for housing. 
The Town could even sell it, but it would still be available to residents for walking 
and other activities as decided by the Selectmen under the easement. 


In November the TCC took up last year’s project, begun with the help of the 
Monadnock Conservancy, of protecting the Town Forest through a conservation 
easement. It would be funded through the Town’s Conservation Fund subject 
to a public hearing and confirmation by the Select Board. [By January 2014 the 
Planning Board had unanimously endorsed the easement, and the Select Board 
had voted to submit it as a warrant article.] 


Commission members encourage inquiries from residents about the benefits 
and satisfaction of placing appropriate land in conservation easements. There is 
no better way to share and secure a sense of place—that feeling of familiarity, 
enjoyment, and stability one gets from bonding with a physical place and its 
inhabitants.

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Temple Economical Energy Committee 


The Temple Energy Committee provided energy conservation information 
and guidance for our residents throughout the year, at our annual Harvest 
Festival booth, in Temple’s bi-monthly newsletter, via phone consultations, 
and on the “Energy-Saving Tips” page of our website, www.teec.info. The 
information included up-to-date local, regional and state-wide conservation and 
renewable energy programs. Many of our residents have taken advantage of these 
opportunities to reduce the cost of energy efficiency improvements that will 
lower their consumption, cut down on their fuel and electric bills, and make their 
homes more comfortable year round. 


TEEC’s Recycling Program continued to manage all the recycling for the 
Harvest Festival, Town Meeting, the 4th of July Celebration, and Good Roads 
Day, along with regularly recycling all the bottles and cans from our 
elementary school. 


At the request of the Fire Department, TEEC is assisting them to get an 
upgrade for the lighting in the FD garage, which is too dim, outdated, and energy 
inefficient. We scheduled an audit with PSNH which proved to be fruitful. The 
auditor informed us that the lighting upgrades recommended in her audit report 
would qualify for reduced pricing through a municipal financing program they 
will be able to offer in early 2014. The proposed improvements will include the 
installation of new energy efficient lighting fixtures as well as energy efficient 
lights throughout the FD garage. TEEC will advocate in behalf of PSNH’s 
proposal before the Select Board when it becomes available in 2014. 


Other TEEC projects: 1) A book discussion group focused on articles from 
the Northwest Earth Institute. 2) Work with our subcommittee, the Temple 
Community Collaborative (TCC), to update and expand the Temple Business, 
Farms and Services Guide. 3) Partnering with the Recreation Committee to 
make plans for creating an age-appropriate solar project for our 4th graders at 


TES in the spring of 2014. 


We also regularly updated the “News & Links” page of our educational 
website, www.teec.info , in the interest of helping residents keep abreast of critical 
environmental and climate news as it became available. Most importantly, when 
it was completed in September, we posted key findings from the extensive 7

year study by the Intergovernmental Panel on Climate Change (IPCC). And we 
reported the crucial and alarming discovery that came from the National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administration (NOAA) that the CO2 level in the atmosphere 
had exceeded 350 parts per million in 2013 “for the first time in human history”. It 
“reached 400 ppm - a level not seen in 2-3 million years”. 


But good news came locally from the analysis of the 2012 fuel usage and field 
data for the Municipal Building and Fire Department by the Coldham & Hartman 
_ Architectural firm which had directed the deep energy efficiency retrofit for the 
_ buildings in 2010. Their analysis determined that the buildings are continuing to 
get between 75% and 80% reductions in heating fuel use and CO2 emissions since 


the completion of the retrofit.

Library Circulation for 2013: 
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Temple Town Hall Advisory Committee 


The Temple Board of Selectmen (BOS) established the Temple Town Hall 
Advisory Committee (TTHAC) in 2010 to act as stewards of this town building, 
supporting the BOS in an advisory capacity. 


The primary purpose of the TTHAC is to assist in monitoring the use and 
condition of the Town Hall, advising the Select Board on any issues arising 
that might impact the building’s functionality or appearance. This will ensure 
that the facility remains a vibrant community center for education, enrichment 
and general enjoyment, and that its historic, functional and financial values are 
protected on behalf of all current and future Temple residents. Additionally, 
this will assist the Town in fulfilling its obligation to preserve the Town Hall in 
the same structural condition and state of repair as when its rehabilitation was 
completed, in accordance with but not limited to, the terms of the Stewardship 
Agreement that exists between the Town of Temple and the NH Land and 
Community Heritage Investment Program (LCHIP). Extending beyond the 
LCHIP agreement timeframe, the existence of this advisory committee will 
ensure that the same spirit of Town Hall stewardship is carried forth, and that 
the preservation of this building continues in perpetuity. 


In April 2013, we reviewed reappointment requests from Committee members 
whose terms were expiring. Based upon our recommendation, the BOS approved 
the reappointments of Dick Benotti, Dick Keuper and Tedd Petro. The TTHAC 
Mission Statement was also reviewed, resulting in a recommendation that the 
BOS make a minor change to this document. The change provides the Select 
Board the option of either appointing a Selectperson to the TTHAC as an 
ex-officio member or allowing a sitting Committee member to act as a liaison 
between the two entities. The change was approved and the Mission Statement 
revised accordingly. 


As part of the Town’s on-going building maintenance program, the Main 
Hall’s oak flooring was sanded and a fresh coat of polyurethane applied in August, 


at a cost of $475. 


In October 2013, we conducted our yearly inspection of the Town Hall. This 
process aids in the early identification of problems and provides information 
needed to prepare the annual “LCHIP Historic Resources Monitoring Report”. 


Temple Town Hall Advisory Committee 


Continuing degradation of the exterior paint was noted and reported to the BOS, 
along with a recommendation that a four-year, one-side-per-year exterior painting 
schedule be established. The proposed work schedule, beginning in 2014 and 
ending in 2017, would apportion the work and associated costs over a multi-year 

- timeframe, thereby eliminating the need to fund the entire project in a single 
year. Our recommendation was also presented to the Capital Improvements Plan 


(CIP) Committee. 


We completed the annual LCHIP report in mid-November and presented it to 
the BOS for their review. The report was approved and submitted by the Town to 
LCHIP on December 23rd. 


Also in November, TTHAC member Dick Benotti developed a one-page 
document entitled “Temple Town Hall Usage Information”. The document, 
included as part of this report, provides helpful guidance for anyone using the 
facility. Copies of this document are also available at the Town Offices. Many 
thanks, Dick Benotti!

LIGHTS & THERMOSTAT CONTROL 
When entering the Hall through the front doors: 


e If the lights in the vestibule are on when you step in, do not turn them off. 

o They are controlled by a sensor that automatically turns them on and off. 
After passing through the second set of doors, into the Main Hall: 
¢ To your right is a light switch panel that controls the various Main Hall 
lights 

o The toggle switch is for the lights directly overhead, beneath the balcony. 
o The slide switch controls the large ceiling lights within the Main Hall. 

¢ To your left is the thermostat that regulates the Main Hall heat. 


o To raise the heat: Push the UP button until the digital readout reaches 
the desired temperature. Then PUSH and HOLD this button to set it at 


that temperature. 


o To reset the heat when leaving: Push the “Use Schedule” button on the 
thermostat. This resets the heat to its normal maintenance level. 


* Please be sure to reset thermostat to avoid waste of fuel 
When entering the Hall through the side door, across from the library: 


e There is a light switch panel to your left, as you step in 
o The first switch controls the lights beneath the balcony 


o The second switch controls the light outside the door you entered 


CHAIRS & TABLES 


e Chairs are stored in the Main Hall, in the double-door closet beneath the 
balcony. 


* Please use caution when moving chair racks in and out of the closet 


e Eight- foot tables are also stored in the Main Hall, under the right side of the 
stage, behind the removable bead board panel. 


* Please wash tables, if needed, before returning them to storage 
MAINTENANCE/CLEAN-UP 
¢ Janitor’s Closet: Located in the Main Hall beneath the balcony, to your 


tight as you enter from the vestibule. The janitor’s closet contains a wash 
sink, brooms, bucket, mops, etc. for your use.

¢ Supplies: Extra paper towels, toilet tissue, etc. are stored in a cupboard at 
the back of the ADA accessible restroom, located off the main entrance 
vestibule. The cupboard is a built-in, to the left of the toilet, beneath the 


balcony stairs.

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Village Green Committee 


The Village Green Committee (VGC) began the year with a fundraiser on 
Saturday, February 2nd. It was the Valentine’s Classic Rock Concert Dance, 
featuring the Slyders, and it was held in the Temple Town Hall. Attendance was 
good for that time of year, everyone both young and old had a great time, and the 
committee even made a bit of money for the town. 


During the early spring, the committee finished transferring the organization 
of the Temple Harvest Festival to the Temple Volunteer Fire Department and 
followed through by mid-spring with the final transitional paperwork and 
supplies. 


The committee’s next big endeavor was to cover the cost and arrangements 
for the purchase, delivery, and planting of five new maple trees on the Common 
and to provide labor for and to cover the costs associated with getting the trees 
established. The VGC worked closely with the Temple Highway Department to 
accomplish this. The committee is so very grateful for the grant it received from 
the 250th Anniversary Fund which helped immensely in covering the cost of the 
Temple Common Tree Project. 


Next, the Village Green Committee focused upon the preparations needed for 
Temple Memorial Day including the mulching of the newly planted trees on the 
Common, weeding on the Common and around the Village Center buildings, 
planting of window boxes, half-barrels, and town gardens (with particular 
attention to the Memorial Garden), and establishing watering schedules for the 
trees and for the gardens to continue throughout the growing season.

In addition to 
being the region’s only emergency mental health crisis service, MFS offers a variety 
of treatment programs for our community. Our Adult Outpatient Services program 
provides mental health evaluation and treatment, as well as medication evaluation 
and monitoring, counseling, and specialized group services. Our Child, Adolescent, 
& Family Services program is designed to support and promote good mental health 
in children and every member of the family. The Monadnock Substance Abuse 
Services program helps people develop new, healthier behaviors and make positive 
changes in their lives. Our broad array of services to residents of Temple also 
includes the Monadnock Volunteer Center, In SHAPE for Adults and Children, 
Acting Out, and the Monadnock Adult Care Center. 


Your ongoing support of our work is deeply appreciated, and we hope that 
our partnership in caring for the residents of Temple will continue. We pursue 
many other sources of funding, such as the Monadnock United Way, grants, and 
additional fundraising efforts conducted in concert with our Board of Directors. 
Each source, however, helps with only a portion of the total cost of care. 


We thank you for your many years of financial support and ask for your continued 
allocation to help underwrite the cost of services we provide to the uninsured and 
underinsured individuals in your community. In FY 2013, MFS provided over

I am writing you today to ask for support from the Town of Temple. Since 
St. Joseph Community Services opened its doors in 1977, we have been 
providing vital services to the frail elderly and disabled adults throughout all 
of Hillsborough County. This population is often isolated and lacks access to 
adequate and nutritious food, information on other available services, and social 
connection. This population is also at high risk for abuse and depression. We 
help to offset these risk by providing hot, nutritious meals and social connection 
via Meals on Wheels and Community Dining, but we need help. 


While the need for our programs continues to increase, funding is not matching 
demand. We maximize available funding through cost containment measures, 
use of volunteers, and significant fundraising efforts, but over the past several 
years, our funding sources have remained flat or have been reduced. 


A contribution from the Town of Temple will assist the residents of your town in 
need of our services and will help use to continue our mission of promoting the 
health and welfare of elderly, homebound, and disabled individuals throughout 
Hillsborough County. Providing nutrition and social engagement to this often 
isolated population helps support their choice to remain independent and aging 
in place in their own homes within their communities. 


Last year we served 7 Temple residents. 3 of these 7 residents were served under 
our Title XX program, which is sponsored by the County of Hillsborough. We are 
requesting funding of $75 each for the remaining clients (for a total of $300). 


~ While we do not currently have a waiting list for our services, we have been 
forced to reduce our number of deliveries by one day a week. We deliver an extra 
frozen meal the day before we are closed but are unable to check on people’s 
safety on the closed day. Continued pressure on our budget from reduced 
donations, federal and state funding cuts, and an increased need for our services 
will require us to look at all options necessary to ensure that we can continue 
providing these vital services. A contribution of $300 from the Town of Temple 
will directly help us continue providing your elderly homebound and disabled 
neighbors with a fundamental need, food, and will help us to continue meeting 
the increasing need for our services.

from Executive Councilor Debora Pignatelli 


The Executive Council is a body of five people elected from five districts 
throughout the State. My district consists of the southern border communities 
from Hudson and Nashua to Temple to Peterborough to Swanzey and towns 
north from Merrimack, Weare, Bennington, Antrim, and up to Dunbarton. The 
Council has been in existence since colonial times and its job is to serve as both 
a check as well as an advisor to the governor. Actually, the governor needs 3 
votes to appoint a judge or state agency head, to enter into any contract greater 
than $10,000 and to confirm appointees to state boards and commissions. 


Appointments of judges are crucial decisions. Judges serve until age 70, and must 
be thoroughly vetted before they are put into such a position of power. Governor 
Hassan recently nominated 4 judges for our District Court system. The Council 
holds Public Hearings before confirming nominees. In my 7 years on the Council, 
I can say that I have been very impressed with the individuals who have been 
willing to serve on our Judiciary. 


One of my jobs is to try to ensure we are getting good state contracts for the 
billions we spend. Though that is a statewide responsibility, I have been very 
happy to support many substantial contracts benefiting my district and the 
businesses within it. 


The Council is in charge of the ten-year highway plan. I have held hearings in 
my district to get input from town leaders and citizens and the Regional Planning 
Commissions on what is needed in their areas. All state projects eventually get 
ranked, and the hearings are important. Unfortunately, money is scarce. 


We also approve nomination of State Agency Heads. As you would expect, 
they are truly key people in carrying out the business of the state and delivering 
services to the people. I always said I would support only people who believe in 
the mission of their agencies, who are good listeners, and who will work hard. 

I began the process of holding Public Hearings on nominees to lead our 
important State Agencies. I believe opening up this process to the public 

makes it more transparent and allows citizens to have a say in who these 
important leaders will be. 


I am always encouraging people in my district to let me know if they have an 
interest in serving on a state board or commission. It is service that most often 
becomes an enjoyable experience. The Governor and councilors are always 
looking for good people. Take the opportunity to get involved if you have the 
time. And be sure to let me know if I can help you.
